The primary reason for the move 
to the State Department audi­ 
torium is that it has greater seat­ 
ing capacity and provides more 
room for TV and radio facilities.

Arthur Holston. 18. driver of the 
other car, suffered only minor 
knee injuries. He is a student at 
Menlo College.

Great Lakes to New England. 
Cold wave warnings were in 
effect over moat areas from the 
southern half of the Plains into 
Virginia and tile Carolinas. Near­ 
zero weather edged into Kentucky 
and northern Virginia. The freez­ 
ing belt covered areas southward 
into the central Gulf. Southern 
Florida escaped the chilly weath­ 
er.

coldest weather appeared likely. 
However, some moderation was 
expected in the below-zero tem­ 
peratures in some Midwest sec­ 
tions.

CHICAGO (ZP)—A Superior Court 
judge has ruled key clubs may 
charge fees, call themselves “clubs” 
and issue keys—but must not con­ 
vey the impression they are pri­ 
vate clubs. 
The decision of Judge Samuel 
B. Epstein Tuesday was termed a 
substantial victory by both the 
City of Chicago and Walton Play­ 
boy Clubs, Inc. The club asked a 
judgment declaring its operations 
are legal and restraining police 
from interfering. 
Epstein said the ruling was the 
first of its kind in the United 
States. 
He held the club violates no 
laws by using the word “club” as 
part of its name or in adverbs 
ing. Numerous public taverns do 
that, he said. 
The club also has a right to 
charge a $50 lifetime fee, for 
which a key is issued as a symbol 
of membership, as long as it does 
not discriminate in regard to race, 
color or religious creed. 
The key symbol distinguishes 
the club from an ordinary tavern 
The key is not needed for the 
doors, which will be open to all 
at all times, but it will be needed 
to obtain service. It identifies its 
holder as one who has paid the 
lifetime fee. 
But the word “club,” Epstein 
ruled, cannot be used in combina­ 
tion with designation of its patrons 
as “members.” And the club must 
discontinue calling the initial fee 
“membership fee,” he said, and 
cannot make references to “by 
laws, rules or regulations” This 
is misleading, he said, and in vio 
lation of Chicago false advertising 
ordinances. 
Epstein rejected the city’s con 
tentlon that the admission key ob­ 
structs police surveillance. Iden­ 
tification will admit 
policemen 
without a fee, he said.

Drama Of Democracy 


Whether it happens in four years 
or eight or 20, there is something un­ 
failingly stirring about the transfer of 
government from one party to another. 
It is the living, breathing proof of the 
saneness, indeed the wisdom of democ­ 
racy. 
All around the globe men still are 
Peeking to win their goals by violent 
means. They can find in our presi­ 
dential inauguration a memorable ex­ 
ample of the rule of law and order, if 
they will only pause long enough to 
look. 
The example is particularly force­ 
ful at a moment in history when even 
peoples who live under parliamentary 
democracies are resorting to violence in 
an effort to gain their ends. 
The essence 
erf 
democracy, of 
course, is that the people have a choice, 
and that^-once it is expressed—it be 
accepted by everyone. In too many 
places, the losers have not been willing 
to abide by this fundamental of free 
government They have used riot and 
destruction to try to overturn peace­ 
fully taken decisions. 
Violence manifestly is the first re­ 
tort of tyranny. It should b t the last 


resort of a free people, employed only 
when their government has become so 
twisted and warped as to be in fact no 
longer free. 
Happily, Americans still under­ 
stand the vital importance of this key­ 
stone in the democratic system. And 
their gracious acceptance of the ma­ 
jority verdict was put to the supreme 
test this time, since Kennedy won by a 
slender 112,000 votes out of some 69 
million cast. 
The ceremony of the inaugural is 
basically simple. Yet it has about it 
the grandeur that must attach inevit- 
ably to this remarkable act of transfer­ 
ring great national power In a peaceful, 
orderly way. 
The drama is heightened in 1961 
by the fact that the outgoing President 
Eisenhower handed the reins to a man 
who was just finishing college as he 
was about to take command of Allied 
forces in World War II. Eisenhower is 
70 and Kennedy 43. 
As we prize each chapter in the 
constantly unfolding and renewing 
story of democracy at work, we must 
pray that it is a story all the world can 
read—and that it has no ending.

I do not for a moment cast re­ 
flection on many brave mothers 
who must supplement the family 
Income for current expenses or 
their children’s higher education. 
However I must say that I have 
known altogether too many in­ 
stances In which younger mothers, 
in particular, toke Jobs merely to 
escape what they consider the 
drudgery of housekeeping and 
child care. 
As my prematurely wise young 
correspondent has suggested, the 
family income is not significantly 
benefited if additional expenses 
are deducted from the take-home 
pay check. For example, one must 
deduct such things as the salary of 
the baby sitter, transportation to 
and from work, meals and snacks 
eaten outside of the home, and 
the additional costs that go for 
clothes, cosmetics and other trim­ 
mings. 
In my experience, most mothers 
who use outside work as an excuse 
to escape from maternal obliga­ 
tions and domestic duties suffer 
from shortsightedness. 
Some, who married in their 
teens, seek the freedom and exper­ 
iences they renounced when they 
went from high school to the al­ 
tar. Others, however vigorously 
they may deny it, work for pin 
money to blow on nonessentials. 
Either way, these selfish young 
women do not command the same 
respect from their husbands and 
their children that is accorded the 
working mother whose labors are 
performed in behalf of the family 
welfare. 
I am sure that my young cor­ 
respondent will not repeat the 
mistakes of her employer. And I 
am sure that her children will 
have fewer accidents and fewer 
serious Illnesses than the children 
presently in her charge.

NEW YORK (AP)—Two acute 
problems face the new ad minis 
tration—rising unemployment and 
falling gold reserves. What is done 
About one could affect the other 
And the whole public may get 
a clue as to what President Ken 
nedy proposes to do when his first 
news conference is carried tonight 
on TV and radio and printed at 
length for all to study in Thurs­ 
day’s newspapers. 
The problems are linked in two 
ways: 
Rising 
unemployment 
is 
due 
to a large extent, although not al­ 
together, to a continuing slack­ 
ness in business. One traditional 
way for government to tackle that 
problem is to force interest rates 
down and make business borrow­ 
ing easier. 
But this time, if it does, the 
government runs the risk of in­ 
creasing payment of investment 
capital to other lands where re­ 
turns are higher. And that in turn 
will make it just that much easi­ 
er for foreigners to pile up dol­ 
lars they can turn in for more 
of our gold. 
2. The loss of gold affects the 
world confidence in the dollar and 
disturbs planning at home. The 
loos of gold with the possibility 
it could lead to remedies that 
would mean more inflation and 
rising production costs also, along 
with other reasons, encourages 
U. S. companies to invest in over­ 
seas plants to make goods there 
rather than to hire workers here 
to produce them. And this has its 
effect on the total of unemploy­ 
ment. 
World trade conditions, whether 
competitive imports, or brakes on 
our exports, or financial condi­ 
tions such as the loss of gold 
typifies, all have effects on do­ 
mestic business. 
The jobless problem, however, 
is too obviously cluttering up the 
economy now to be swept under 
the rug. 
President 
Kennedy 
has 
been 
given some new estimates by La­ 
bor Secretary Arthur Goldberg. 
Current unemployment is put at 
5Vt million, up a million in a 
month. The number actually re­ 
ceiving jobless payments is ap­ 


proaching the record of 3,331,600, 
set in April 1958. Bad weather and 
other seasonal factors make it 
likely that the record will be 
reached or topped before spring. 
Many out of work persons aren’t 
eligible for such 
benefits 
and 
many have exhausted the limit 
such payments sure made. 
Much of the blame for rising 
unemployment is put on poor busi­ 
ness in auto, appliance, machin­ 
ery and other manufacturing and 
metal industries. 
But there are other causes. 
The usual seasonal ones, fo r ex­ 
ample — weather hampers con­ 
struction and other outdoor work 
A hand-to-mouth inventory *>ol 
icy—that is, not ordering anything 
until the factory or store has used 
up stocks on hand—has caused 
cutbacks at supplier levels, such 
as metal production and process 
ing. 
General business uncertainty 
running all the way from stock 
market nervousness to planning 
for spending on new plant and 
equipment—has taken a toll. Also, 
along this line was uncertainty as 
to what changes would come with 
new administration. 
Labor chiefs point a finger at 
automation as a cause for un­ 
employment. They say machines 
are taking over jobs that men 
once had. 
Conservatives say all these will 
will get better, inventories will 
give out and have to be replen­ 
ished, automation creates its own 
kind 
and 
build 
new 
markets 
business slackness may be re 
versed. All this in due course and 
without government interference 
But the administration is un 
likely to want to wait. We should 
know soon what it proposes to do 
about current pressing problems.

Even a few pig­ 
eons are learning the trick 
They have been doing It every 
day, and probably every night, 
since the cold wave moved in Jan. 
19. Not just a few, but thousands 
of the bothersome birds perch on 
the warm masonry of the chim­ 
neys, chattering In contentment. 
Sub-zero bird watchers say that 
occasionally some of the birds 
whiff too much of the fumes rising 
from the chimneys, topple over, 
and either sleep it off or fail per­ 
manently to Join their companions 
again on housetops. 
Observers also have noted that 
the starlings appear to prefer gas 
and oil to “coal-burners.” Few 
birds are seen on chimneys where 
coal smoke rises. The birds seem 
to have an alergy to this sort of 
thing.

If nothing more, the cold weather 
has emphasized one fact—starlings, 
scourge of parks, business districts, 
and public buildings—know where 
to go to warm their frosty toes.
